At an election subsequently called 
and held thereunder, the proposition te 
purchase was defeated. Application was 
then made by parties interested in the sale to 
the next legislature for the passage of another 
act, to continue in force the act of 1879, and 
empowering the county commissioners to 
order an election for the purpose 
at any time they might deem 
proper to do so, which act was introduced.and 
carried through by the Hon. A. C. Westbrook, 
then senator from this district. It was to call 
the attention of the commissioners to the er- 
ror they had committed in assuming that the 
election recently ordered by them was in pur- 
suance of the resolution adopted at the citi- 
zens meeting in 1580, which was defeated by 
the popular vote, and not under the power 
conferred on them by the last mentioned act, 
that the meeting of last evening was held, 
After a brief discussion, a committee was ap- 
pointed-to confer with the county commis- 
sioners with a view to ordering an election 
under a correct recital of the facts. 

The bridge question, it will be seen, bids 
fair to present quite a lively little issue tothe 
people of Dougherty, for the next few weeks. 

After disposing of the bridge matter a com- 
mittee was, on motion of a member, appoint- 
ed to correspond with severai of the railroad 
magnates, looking to the establishment of a 
line of steamers from the port of Brunswick 
to New York in time to carry the next cotton 
crop. This is a matter of vital interest to Al- 
bany, and one or two efforts in that direction 
have been made heretofore. With all her 
railroad facilities, Albany cannot yet be con- 
sidered a highly favored point for shipments. 

The putting on of such a line would make a 
considerable revolution in her favor, and 
likewise of her favorite line of road, the 
Brunswick and Albany. It was thought that 
if correct statistics of Albany’s cotton receipts 
and shipmeats were properly laid before the 
proper oe this desirable object might be 
attained. 

Quite an animated discussion ensued on 
the question of the English sparrows, in con- 
sequence of the recent ordinance of the city 
council withdrawing all the protection and 
privileges heretofore extended to this feath- 
ered pest. It was recalled that the introduc- 
tion of these birds was due to the efforts of 
several members of the board of trade, and 
they were still under their fostering care 
and protection. During’ the ebate 
the chairman, Captain Hobbs, stated asa fact 
that he had actually seen a flock of these 
birds a few days since eating the worms from 
off his cabbages. The statement that an Eng- 
lish sparrow had ever been seen or known to 
eat a worm was going rather further than the 
meeting was prepared to tolerate. and the 
beer was put upon the chairman at once by 
unanimous vote. 

The county well had reached a depth of 470 
feet when the augur struck into sand, which 
suspends further boring until casing can be 
inserted. No great delay or difficulty, how- 
ever, is apprehended. 

From the Hon. Reuben Joneg, just up from 
his home in Baker, we learn that the pros- 
pects of his county are far better now than 
they have been since the war. This gratify- 
ing fact he attributes less to the extraordinary 
seasons and crops of the present year, than to 
the fact that the people as a rule have been 
unable this year to obtain credit on the same 
scale as formerly, and have been compelled to 
husband their own resources and live more 
within themselves. As Mr. Jones is known 
to be one of the most successful farmers in 
southwest Georgia, which is well attested by 
the fact that he has sold more than 200 bush- 
els of corn from his place within the past two 
months, as well asa man of more than ordi- 
nary intelligence and observation, his opin- 
ious on this subject are worth somewhat 
more than the common run of prophets and 
oracles. His statements, therefore, as to the 
benefits resulting from even a partial with- 
drawa! of credit, supplemented by aseason of 
unexampled fertility, can readily be accepted 
with the additional fact, borne out by expe- 
rience, that what is true of Baker is similarly 
true of every other county around. Very lit- 
tle manure, in the shape of guano and phos- 
phates, he states, has been purchased in his 
county this year, in comparison with former 
years, and farmers are now energetically ap- 
plying themselves to making their own com- 
posts. The forward or early corn he consid- 
ers about made, but the later crop will require 
one or two more rains. The cotton has had 
almost too much rain, and the grass all over 
the couaty is attaining rapid headway. His 
denunciation of the credit system is pro- 
nounced and emphatic.

BIRMINGHAM, ALABAMA. 


Aw Enterprising Town Which Claims to Be the Pitts- 
burg of the South, 
8 pecial Correspondence of The Constitution. 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June 15 —In a recent 
issue your correspondent displays Chattanooga 
‘the Pittsburg of the southern states.’”’ We 
admit Chattanoga is a big tewn, but how long 
has she been building up to such proportions 
as to be known ‘‘the Pittsburg of the southern 
states.’’ ‘fn 1870 the census showed a popu- 
lation of 6,093. The census of 1880 showed 
12,892 souls, making this their place of 
aoode.”’ In a decade ‘‘the Pittsburg of the 
southern states’’ increased in population 
6,799 souls. Where was Birmingham then? 
Why, not on paper, and the ground where she 
now stands was then under cultivation, with 
no apparent signs of there ever being such a 
city as Birmingham. In 18380 what was the 
result? The cotton fields of ten years previ- 
ous was a thriving city with many numerous 
manufacturing establishments, and more than 
all a population of 8,000. Should not Birming- 
ham be called ‘‘the Pittsturg of the southern 
states?”” We de not wish to claim the name 
of Pittsburg, we are aspirants to be the Bir- 
mingham, the iron center of America, and 
when we have as many railroads as 
Chattanooga then sirmingham will 
be what I predict, and the 
‘Pittsburg of the southern states’’ will be to 
Birmingham, about what Rough and Ready 
is to Atlanta. Already the iron manufactu- 
ers of Pittsburg are astonished to find Bir- 
mingham iron in their markets, more as- 
tonished though to find that it is bringing 
a profitable profit. In conversation with a 
prominent iron manufacturer, I learned that 
while on a recent visit to Pittsburg and in 
conversation with leading mill men, they 
seemed surprised when our informant told 
them ‘‘that. when transportation,’ Jabor and 
the other necessary cost of working 
and shipping iron was reduced that 
Birmingham iron can be laid down in Pitts- 
burg market with a profit of not less than five 
dollars per ton.”” Our supply of water is be- 
ing agitated very freely, the present water 
supply being inadequate for the approaching 
consumption.

MURDER WILL OUT 


A MONROE COUNTY — vera UN- 
- BARTHED. -. 
The Murderers of an Old Jasper County Peaa) 
1876 Brought te Light— A Queer Case—a Siened 4 
Story in Several Chapters—The Coroner’s 
Jury—How the Body Was Found. 


From the Monroe Advertiser. 

Many of the people in this section remem- 
ber a murder in the eastern part of Monroe 
county, in 1876, which was shrouded in mys- 
tery. 

In that year there was an o:d white man 
who made a support by peddling, and whose 
operations were principally confined to Jones 
and Jasper counties. He never had more 
goods than he could carry on his back, and 
he probably bought them in Macon. His 
business was exclusively with negroes; he ate 
and slept in their houses; and so far as he 


had any associates at all, they were among 
the negroes. Where he came from was not 
known, and indeed nobody knew his name— 
he was called *‘the old peddler.” - It was af- 
terwards learned that just before the events 
which follow, he crossed the river and came 
into Monroe; but the white ple knew 
nothing of his being in that regiun, as he had 
nothing to do with them. 

One day a negro fishing in the river saw 
something suspicious in the water, which, a 
close investigation showed him, was the body 
of aman. Getting assistance, the body was 
drawn ashore and was buried by the negroes 
of the neighborhood. A week or so after- 
ward, while the finding of the unknown 
corpse was still a subject of conversation and 
interest, the whites in the neighborhood con- 
cluded that,the body ought to have nada 
coroner's inquest before being buried. Hence, 
it was disinterred, and an inquest was held by 
Justice Roquemore. The inquest developed 
the fact that there was a stab in the dead 
man’s left breast which reached his heart, and 
that this, and not drowning, was the cause of 
his death. The verdict of the jury was to 
the effect that the deceased had come to his 
death by a wound from some sharp instru- 
ment. The body was so decomposed that it 
could not be identified, and the verdict of the 
jury said they could not decide whether it 
was a white or black man. 

Now for chapter third. About three years 
afterward the following story gained circula- 
tion: One night while the old man was in a 
negro cabin eating, voices were heard outside. 
On being asked what they wanted, the parties 
replied that they were the sheriffs of Monroe 
and Jones counties, and that they had come 
to arrest the old man for peddling without a 
license. They made divers threats and after 
a little while they pretended to go away, and 
then withdrew a short distance. 
being very much frightened, crept out of the 
house as soon as he thought the parties were 
gone; but he soon found that they were near 
and he fled at the top of his speed. This was 
the last seen of him. This story was drawn 
out the negroes who took part in the raid on 
the old peddler. These said they were only 
trying to frighten the peddler; and they per- 
sisted in the statement that when he fled he 
was not followed, and that nobody knew 
where he went or what had become of him. 

And so the old man slept on in his lone- 
ly grave—his murderer unknown, and his 
murder likely to be unavenged until the great 
day when all wrongs shall be righted and all 
secrets made known, But Nemesis never 
sleeps; murder cannot be always concealed; 
and in this case, as in hundreds of others, the 
secret proved too great to be always a secret, 
and to-day men are in prison charged with 
this crime, which was thought to be buried 
with its victim forever. 

It will be remembered that a short time 
figo several negroes were arrested on the 
charge of stealing from Mr. Ponder’s 
house. On the commitment trial one turned 
state’s evidence, and the others were let out 
on bonds. There has been much bad feeling 
among them since their release, and of course 
they have done considerable quarreling. In 
the talking that has resulted, enough has 
transpired to show a reasonable amount of 
evidence that Clark Taylor, colored, was im- 
plicated in the murder on the river, and that 
the murdered man was the old peddler. He 
is now awaiting his commitment trial, which 
will be held to-morrow. We shall hear the 
developments of the trial with much interest, 
and will give our readers a correct report of 
thern. 

Since the above was written, we learn some 
further particulars of the matter, which are 
substantially as follows: 

The peddler was not an old white man, 
but an octoroon, about forty years old. On 
the night when he was last seen, he was in 
the house of anegro woman who was get- 
ting supper for him. While thus engaged, 
noises were heard of persons approaching 
the house. The parties madea noise in the 
road to imitate the tramp of horses. The man 
in alarm asked the woman what it was. She 
replied that she supposed they were after 
him. He ran out with the purpose of get- 
ting out oftheir way, and as he started he 
seized a pone of corn bread and thurst it into 
his pocket. After he had got out, the woman 
heard a voice which she recognized as that 
of Clark Taylor, call out “Catch him.’’ Then 
she heard a noise asof running, and that was 
all. This much the woman has since told. 
When the inquest was eld on the bedy, the 
pone of corn bread was found in the pocket. 
Evidently the man, hungry as he must have 
been when he seized the bread, was murdered 
before he had time to eat it. When it was de- 
cided to hold the inquest, it was noticed that 
Clark Taylor left that partof the country, and 
he did not return in about a year. Since that 


ever the subject of the murder was mentioned. 
The woman, it seems, had talked freely about 
Taylor's connection with the matter. 

No one with whom we have talked knows 
the name of the peddler. His headquarters 
were in Macon, and it is said that his wife 
still lives there under tne name of Sarah 
Wimbush. She went into that part of the 
country where her husband was last seen, 
soon after his murder, and was satisfied as to 
the identity of the murdered man, although 
she did not see the body. His mother is said 
to be living on the farm of Mr. Eugenius 
Roberts in Jasper county, There is still much 
niystery about the matter, which we bope 
wili be cleared up.

SINKING IN A COAL KILN. 


A Narrow Escape from Being Cremated Alive.

Judge Willis charged the 
jury that if the Southwestern railroad was 
leased by the Central in accordance with 
an act of the legislature,and was being opera- 
ted by the latter company, at the time of 
the accident upon which the suit was 
founded occurred, then. the Southwestern 
railroad was not liable for damages. The 
fact that the Southwestern was 
leased by the Central is  notori- 
ous and was admitted during the trial], but in 
the face of the judge's charge the jury brought 
in a verdict for one thousand five bundred 
dollars damages and costs of suit against the 
southwestern railroad company. Colonel 
Wallace, of Butler, on the part of counse: for 
the railroad, at once gave notice that they 
would present a motion fora new trial. Judge 
Willis announced that he would order the 
verdict set aside and then addressed tbe jury 
which had brought in the verdict. He told 
them that they had misunderstood or disre- 
garded the charge of the court. He did not 
see how it was possible for them to have mis- 
understood it, for it was as plain as the En@g- 
lish language could make it, and that if he 
was certain that they had disregarded the 
charge he would discharge them for the term, 
as in that case they had violated their oaths. 
He would have jurors understand that it re- 
quired a decision of the supreme court to re- 
verse one of his rulings, and not the verdict 
ofa pettit jury. The effect was electrifying.

MR STEPHENS AND THE INDEPENDENTS. 

We do not believe that there is any real op- 
position to the nomination of Mr, Stephens— 
certainly none among the people, the demo- 
cratic voters—and we are of the opinion that 
the results of the July convention will abund- 
antly jastify this belief. When those who 
oppose him are asked to give their reasons for 
objecting to his nomination, they Make a 
great deal of fuss, but their arguments are as 
hollow as the drums they beat. They differ 
among themselves.

Another objection equally as absurd is that 
which, by implication, makes Mr. Stephens 
out an independent. The independent lead- 
ers, as a general thing, have declared that they 
will support Mr. Stephens, therefore Mr.

How silly this is, a little reflection will show.

THE NEW BANK BILL. 

The house passed a bill to enable the na- 
tional banks. whose sands of life are nearly 
run out to revivify themselves without closing 
their doors or going through any of the other 
forms of a dead corporation. As it left the 
house it was 4 short, simple and plain bill; 
but the senate inance committee has added 
to it untilit has become the finance bill of 
the session—a great finance bill, in fact. 

The so-called Allison amendment has be- 
come a part of the innocent little house bill. 
Senator Allison believes all the extended 
bonds will be retired by 1887, and 
he claims that circulation cannot _profit- 
ably be based upon 4 or 4% per 
cept bonds, He, therefore, aims _ to 
supply a new basis of circulation in the shape 
of gold certificates, to be secured by a deposit 
of gold coin, dollar for dollar. The proposed 
notes are to bear on their face, ‘‘secured by de- 
posit of gold coin,’’ but in every other respect 
they will resemble the customary issues of 
national banks. Such circulating notes shall 
in no case exceed the capital stock of the 
bank. This amendment would certainly af- 
ford a very sound currency, but it leads the 
way. to the perpetuation of the national bank 
sysf~m; for under the Allison plan the banks 
could go on retaining all their privileges re- 
gardless of the public debt. 

The Sherman amendment has 
been incorporated in the house bill. 
embraces all that is left of the 
Ohio senator's proposition to refund 
the debt at three per cent. He now proposes 
toallow the banks to exchange extended 
bonds for registered thr2e per cents, which 
are not to be called in so long as any bonds 
bearing a higher rate of interest than three 
per cent and redeemable at the pleasure of the 
United States shall be ovttstanding and un- 
Under the Sherman amendment and 
the drain of money for pensions the banks

could secure bonds that would remain undis- 


turbed from two to five years. It cannot be 


said that there is anything very hurtful in 


this amendment. 

The bill as it stands is the most important 
act of general legislation that congress will 
pass upon this year; for the friends of the 
measure will not permit an adjournment un- 
til final action is had upon it. The chances 
are that the amendments of the senate finance 
committee will be pressed through both 
houses. It is, however, now not so much a 
bill to renew a few hundred charters as it is a 
bill to indefinitely fasten the national bank 
system upon a suffering country. 


AN ENGLISH MARITAL QUESTION, 

The annual contest over the proposition to 
egalize a marriage with a deceased wife's 
sister bas gust taken place in the house of 
lords; and, although the sitting members of 
the royal family, headed by the prince of 
Waies, were present to vote for the proposi- 
tion, it was defeated by a majority of four in 
an unusually large vote of 360. It is believed 
that this vote indicates the passage of the bill 
when it is again brought forward. The agita- 
tion of the subject has been, both in duration 
and vehemence, singularly out of proportion 
to the real size of the question. It hasallalong 
been an agitation that could occur in no 
other country. Perhaps at no time has there 
been a dozen men in the united kingdom who 
wanted to marry their deceased wives’ sisters, 
and yet the dozen were able out of keen inter- 
est to start an agitation that has been dis- 
cussed in every household. The subject is 
really one of smailt importance; in this coun- 
try no harm has come_ from _ the 
privilege in question; and yet English 
writers and debaters have contended 
that a more diabolical measure was never 
proposed. The Saturday Review has for 
many years painted men who wished to 
marry their deceased wives’ sisters as an ex- 
traordinary mixture ofimbecility and law- 
lessness—as men capable of overthrowing both 
throne and altar if necessary to gratify their 
desires. Such exaggeration has characterized 
the entire course of the discussion; but it is 
plain that this remarkable insular agitation is 
nearing itsend.
